Detective 


says he has 
suspects in 
murder case

Three weeks have passed since 
the body of 21-year old Shane Pieh! 
was found shot to death in a wood- 
ed area of Grayling Township near 
Four Mile Road and I-75. Though 
an intense investigation continues, 
no one has been arrested in connec- 
tion with the crime. 

Crawford County Sheriff 
Detective Sgt. Rich Meyer under- 
stands the public is a little restless 
awaiting an arrest, but said, “Due to 
the nature of the crime, we can’t 
rush into an arrest. What we might 
rush in with, we would have to live 
with.” 

Meyer stated his department has 
suspects and the investigation 
includes looking into each sus- 
pect’s alibi and following up on 
every tip and lead. “We don’t want 
to charge an innocent person with 
murder, just as much as someone 
who is innocent. wouldn’t want to 
be charged with murder,” Meyer 
remarked. “We have suspects and 
the investigation continues.” The 
detective offered no details regard- 
ing the suspects, including how 
many may be involved. 

One fact Meyer will confirm is 
that the homicide was drug-related.

Tironi trial may still 
be months away

Kalkaska County Prosecutor 
Brian Donnelly described the state’s 
case against the former owner of a 
Grayling teen center as “inching its 
way to trial.” 

Michael Tironi was charged last 
year with one count of Criminal 
Sexual Conduct - 3rd Degree and 
two counts of providing alcohol to 
minors stemming from an incident 
that allegedly occurred at his 
Grayling Township (near the 
Kalkaska/Crawford County line) 
home late last July. 

Donnelly’s key witness is the vic- 
tim, a then 18-year old Roscommon 
man who reported Tironi sexually 
molested him following some 


drinking and viewing of sexually 
explicit material on the Internet. 

Tironi has maintained his inno- 
cence since his arraignment in 
Kalkaska’s 46th Circuit Trial Court 
last fall. Donnelly said DNA lab 
test results point to the now 40-year 
old Tironi; however, defense attor- 
ney Patrick Fragel was granted per- 
mission from the court to have tests 
run independently. Donnelly said 
he has yet to receive results from 
any such test ordered by Fragel and 
is unaware that any were actually 
ordered. 

The latest court action scheduled 
was a review of discovery in the 
case on June 15. There is still no

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The first 
wave of tax rebate checks should 
begin showing up in mailboxes in 
six weeks, with a new wave mailed 
out every week after that until 
September 24, announced Rep. 
Dave Camp (R-Midland). 

In Michigan alone, more than 3.3 
million taxpayers can expect to 
receive a rebate check -- ranging 


between $300 and $600 -- in the. 


next few months, with a total of 
more than $1.4 billion being 
returned.

A tragedy was averted on 
Saturday afternoon when actions 
by quick-thinking adults saved a 
four-year old boy from drowning in 
an area lake. 

The life of Zachary Lewis, of 
Chesterfield Township, was saved 
just after 4 p.m. June 16 when his 
limp body was pulled from the 
waters of Kneff Lake by an uniden- 
tified man and given his “first 
breath” by Grayling resident 
Heather Francis. 

Zachary was at the Kneff Lake 
beach area with members of his 
immediate and extended family. 
He was playing in the water cor- 
doned off specifically for swim- 
ming. His mother, Tanya (original- 
ly from Grayling) and aunt were 
nearby, getting everything packed 
up to go home. 

When Zachary’s situation was 
brought to their attention, his moth- 
er and aunt, Pamela Studer, of 
Grayling, rushed to his side. 

“T could feel some panic welling 
up inside of me,” Studer said, “but, 
I just pushed it down.” Studer 
learned to perform CPR (cardiopul- 
monary resuscitation) and mouth- 
to-mouth resuscitation at Munson 
Medical Center’s Neonatal 
Intensive Care Unit in Traverse

The Grayling City Council 
decided to amend the city’s 2001 
sidewalk program last Monday, 
adding both sides of the South I-75 
Business Loop. 

The change of plans was prompt- 
ed by the news that a streetscape 
proposal for the Business Loop was 
not awarded an enhancement grant 
from the Michigan Department of 
Transportation. 

The city had planned to have 
sidewalks constructed along the 
South I-75 Business Loop last sum- 
mer, but the council decided to hold 
off until the enhancement grant 


awards for 2002 were announced. \ 


Constructing the sidewalks as part 
of the streetscape project would 
have cut a significant amount of 
money out of the overall project’s 
cost.

Michael Corlew was chosen 
recently to be honored by “Who’s 
Who of American Teachers” in the 
year 2000 and was presented with 
the award at Calvary Baptist 
Academy Awards Night on May 30. 

Corlew was nominated for the 
award by Academy graduate 
Kimberly Barnett, who had also 
been honored in “Who’s Who” as a 
student. She is currently a senior at 
Pensacola Christian College in 
Florida, majoring in Pre-Medicine 
and Science. 

Born in Flint in 1949, Corlew’s 
family moved to Grayling in 1962. 
While attending Grayling High 
School, he was honored for his bas- 
ketball and football achievements. 
He graduated in 1967, then joined 
the U.S. Marine Corps that summer 
and served in combat situations in 
the Vietnam War. He ended his tour 
serving as a driver/body guard to his 
chaplain. Lance Corporal Corlew 
was chosen for the position because 
he was known not to smoke, drink 
or politic with others to seek higher 
rank. 

Upon his return to Grayling in 
1969, Corlew went to work at Bear 
Archery. Shortly thereafter, he 
attended and graduated from Grand 
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Rapids Baptist Bible College using 
his G.I. Bill in May 1975, earning a 
Bachelor Degree in Sociology and 


’ English, with a minor in Psychology 


and the Bible. He earned his teach- 
ing degree from Grand Valley State 
College in June, 1978. He also 
joined the Michigan National 
Guard. 

Corlew’s first teaching position 
was with Immanuel Baptist 
Academy in Roscommon in the fall 
of 1978. From there he went on to 
teach at Calvary Baptist Academy 
in Grayling. 

In 1980, Corlew took a leave of 
absence to attend Officers Training 
College at Aberdeen Proving 
Grounds in Maryland. Following 
graduation at the rank of First 
Lieutenant, Corlew was asked to 
join the Adjutant Generals Staff of 
Michigan, but he said he really felt 
a calling to full time teaching in a 
Christian school. _ .. 

After several. offers, in. 1981 
Corlew returned to his:home church 
to continue his ministry as 
Supervisor at Calvary. In 1998, he 
retired from the National Guard at 
the rank of Major. 

Corlew continues to serve as 
supervisor at Calvary. He also min-

If your Social Security number 
ends in 00-09 you should receive 
your check by July 23; ending in 
10-19 by July 30; ending in 20-29 
by August 6; ending 30-39 by 
August 13; ending in 40-49 by 
August 20; ending in 50-59 by 
August 27; ending in 60-69 by 
September 3; ending in 70-79 by 
September 10; ending in 80-89 by 
September 17; and ending in 90-99 
by September 24. 

For married couples who filed 
joint returns, the first Social 
Security number on the return will 
determine the mailing date. 

“Not only is the money being 
returned to its rightful owners 
quicker than anticipated, but also 
taxpayers don’t have to do anything 
special to receive the checks,” 
Camp said. “All they have to do is 
open their mailboxes.”

Taxpayers can expect to learn 
how much they will receive in their 
rebate check in mid-July when the 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS) 
will be sending a letter to each of 
them describing the check amount 
and week it will be sent. 

The letter will also explain if an 
individual is not eligible for the 
advance payment. 

To qualify for a rebate, a single 
person will receive $300 if he or 
she shows taxable income of at 
least $6,000 for tax year 2000. 

A married couple will receive 
$600 if they earned at least $12,000 
in taxable income, while single par- 
ents will receive $500. 

Individuals who did not pay 
taxes or who were claimed as 
dependents are not eligible for the 
rebate.

City ordinance bans earl 


P New ordinance 
adopted in response 
to noise complaints

In response to several com- 
plaints from City of Grayling resi- 
dents stemming from the early- 
morning emptying of commercial 
garbage dumpsters in town, the 
Grayling City Council passed an 
ordinance last Monday limiting the 
times such dumpsters can be ser- 
viced. 

The ordinance only affects 
dumpsters within 500 feet of a res- 
idence. 


The council approved the ordi- 
nance after conducting a public 
hearing on the matter Monday 
night. Representatives of Waste 
Management, the city’s waste 
hauling company, were present at 
the meeting. 

Waste Management officials 
said the commercial dumpsters are 
emptied during the early morning 
hours for safety reasons and for the 
convenience of the businesses 
involved. There is very little traffic 
early in the morning, making it 
safer for the garbage truck operator 
to maneuver, and business cus- 
tomers are not inconvenienced 
with the presence of the sizable 
vehicle and unpleasant odor of 
trash changing containers during 
business hours, they explained. 


y morning dumpster activity 


Waste Management empties 
dumpsters five days a week in 
Grayling, they said. Some dump- 
sters are emptied on all five days, 
and some only once a week, they 
said. 

The city had proposed to set the 
erdinance’s hours at 9 p.m. to 8 
a.m., Meaning no dumpsters within 
500 feet of a city residence could 
legally be emptied during that 
interval. 

Councilman Brian Banda moved 
to adopt the proposed ordinance 
with a change of the effective 
hours to 9 p.m. to 7 a.m. 
Councilman Jerry Hayes provided 
a second, and the motion passed 4- 
1. 

(Councilman Dave Wyman 
voted “no.”)

stormwater system. 

In a presentation on April 30, 
Brian Benjamin of RC&D and Rick 
Shoemaker of the DEQ encouraged 
the council to look at ways to 
improve the city’s stormwater sewer 
system, which currently routes 
snow melt-off and rain into the 
AuSable River. The stormwater 
brings pollutants (such as oil from 
city streets) and debris into the 
AuSable, which can be unhealthy 
for the river, they said. 

Members of the recently-estab- 
lished City Stormwater Committee 
were officially approved by the 
Grayling City Council last week. 
They are: Benjamin, RC&D,; 


Shoemaker, DEQ; Allen Lowe, 
Grayling City Manager; Dave 
Wyman, City Councilman; Tim 
Zigila, Chamber of Commerce 
President; Pat Merrill, Crawford 
County Environmental Monitor; 
Terry Wright, Grayling Township 
Supervisor, John Hunt from Camp 
Grayling; Joe Kutkuhn of the 
George Griffith Foundation; Gail 
Madsen, and Steve Southard. Rich 
Boman of Trout Unlimited was 
approved as an ex-officio member. 

The city council also decided to 
have the city pay half of the cost for 
a study of the city’s existing 
stormwater system with Capital 
Consultants (up to $4,600).

Ten Commandments bill will spark a fight 


I SEE BY THE PAPERS State Rep. Ken 
Bradstreet wants to permit local schools to 
display copies of the Ten Commandments 
along with other historical documents. 

Predictably, it won’t be an easy struggle. 

The Gaylord Republican recalled how his 
own school days opened with a hymn and a 
prayer, which now are forbidden in public 
schools. 

“It’s absurd,” Mr. Bradstreet is quoted 
recently in The Lansing State Journal. “The 
courts have taken the Bible and prayer out 
of schools when it is needed most.” 

Whether the Bradstreet bill will ever 
become effective is problematic. There is 
opposition as well as support within the leg- 
islature, and the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) already has promised legal 
action to stop it if the bill should pass. 

The same State Journal article quotes 
Wendy Wagenheim of the Michigan ACLU: 
“Make no mistake. This bill is about the

IN TODAY’S WORLD, she’s probably 
right. The U.S. Supreme Court has spoken 
on the matter quite often. In May, the court 
declined to hear a case that involved display 
of the Ten Commandments on public prop- 
erty in Peoria, Illinois. Lack of court review 
let stand a lower court decision that told 
Peoria’ to take down the Ten 
Commandments. 

And so it goes. 

Mr. Bradstreet and others may disagree, 
but the law of the land now takes religion 
out of public places, and the Ten 
Commandments as handed to Moses cer- 
tainly constitute religion. 

It’s probably a good idea for folks like 
Ken Bradstreet and his friends to test the 
waters every once in a while. Maybe some- 
time, somewhere, somehow, something will 
give way and rulings will change. 

Too many people today. however. consid- 
er the Ten Commandments only as Ten 


years ago in a speech by media mogul Ted 
Turner, who favored the idea. 

My regard for Mr. Turner took a sharp 

downward slide right then.

I SEE BY THE PAPERS justice has been 
rendered once more by a California jury in 
an anti-tobacco lawsuit... oh yeah! 

The jury awarded more than $3 billion to 
Richard Boeken, 56, who started smoking 
when he was 13 and smoked two packs a 
day for more than 40 years, 

Guess what? He’s sick, and claims he 
didn’t know smoking caused health prob- 
lems. Mr. Boeken asked for $12.37 million 
for medical bills and lost earnings, plus up 
to $10 billion in damages. 

According to a story in the Detroit Free 
Press, his attorneys claimed Mr. Boeken had 
overcome a dependence on heroin and alco- 
hol, but could not defeat his addiction to cig- 
arettes, and blamed the tobacco industry’s 
promotional campaigns for his problems. 


1999, and claimed he was not aware of the 
health dangers from smoking until the mid- 
1990s, 

I sympathize completely with anyone 
who has brain and lung cancer, even from 
smoking. Cancer in any form is a terrible, 
dreadful disease. 

And I have no sympathy either for the 
tobacco companies who knowingly and 
greedily manufacture and market such 
instruments of sickness and death. 

But my sympathy for the victim wanes a 
bit when a long-time confirmed smoker 
such as Richard Boeken blames his ills com- 
pletely on the tobacco company, and takes 
no responsibility as his own.

THE U.S. SURGEON general in 1963 
first attested that cigarettes were harmful to 
health. That’s only a couple years after Mr. 
Boeken started smoking. Every time he 
opened one of those two packs a day he 
smoked, he should have seen the warning

How could any normal person not under-- 
stand that smoking can cause serious health 
problems? 

Isn't there any personal responsibility 
involved? 

The tobacco company will appeal, of 
course, and likely will win on appeal. Most 
awards are cut way down or eliminated on 
appeal. 

As areformed smoker, who last smoked a 
cigarette the day the surgeon general issued 
his report in 1963, I have to wonder what 
goes through a smoker’s mind when he/she 
lights up. 

I also wonder what goes through a jury’s 
mind when I read in the papers about some 
of these huge damage awards.

Free boaters safety course offered 


A free boaters safety course, 
sponsored by the Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Office and the Kiwanis 
Key Club of Grayling will be held 
on Saturday, June 30. 

According to the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources, 
boaters under 16 years of age must 
meet certain requirements before 
they can legally operate a boat with 
a motor larger than six horsepower. 
These requirements are: 

© Under 12 years of age — must be 
directly supervised by someone 16 
years old or older. The boat must 
not have a motor power totalling 
more than 35 horsepower. 

* Twelve to 16 years of age — must 
possess a boating safety course cer- 
tificate or be directly supervised by 
someone at least 16 years of age. 

¢ If a person is at least 14 years 
old or born after December 31, 


1978, he or she must possess their 
boating safety certificate to operate 
a personal watercraft. 

¢ The boating safety certificate 
must be carried and presented upon 
the demand of a peace officer. 

The class, to be held at the 
Crawford County Courthouse, will 
begin at 8:30 a.m. and conclude at 2 
p.m. All participants are encour- 
aged to bring a bag lunch for this 
class.

> Trail, which was 
disabled during 
expansion project, is 
now open to public 


Last month, just in time for the 
Kirtland’s Warbler Festival on May 
19, Kirtland Community College 
(KCC) re-opened its nature trail to 
the public. 

The one-and-a-half-mile trail, a 
favorite retreat for students and fac- 
uity members for many years, 
became disabled during the recent 
college expansion projects. 

The nature trail, which runs 
through the forest area on the west 
side of the KCC campus, has been 
restored and now features 10 inter- 
pretive signs along its route that 
illustrate the processes of change 
that have impacted the area during 
the past several thousand years. 
Examples include descriptions of 
the effects of glaciation as well as 
the impacts of the lumbering era and 
the great fires that followed. 

The signs feature narratives by 
Tom Dale, professor emeritus from 
Kirtland, and art work created by 
award-winning Kirtland art instruc- 
tor Scott Rice. 

Dale, who taught science at 
Kirtland for many years, now serves 
as education director of the 
Marguerite Gahagan Nature 
Preserve in Roscommon. He is cred- 
ited with initiating and implement- 
ing much of the restoration work on 
the nature trail. “There is a point on 
the trail which explains the ecology 


of the wetlands and adjacent upland 
areas,” Dale said. 

“We're very pleased with the way 
the nature trail turned out,” said 
Kirtland President Dr. Charles 
Rorie. “It’s a pleasure to walk or 
fun, it’s educational, and it’s free 
and open to the public.” 

Rorie said the pathway through 
the woods is actually two trails in 
one; the nature trail and the fitness 
trail. The fitness trail, established in 
1984, which is also expected to 
undergo improvements in the future, 
has several “fitness stations” along 
the route with exercise apparatus 
where walkers or runners can per- 
form simple exercises. 

Rorie said the trail’s starting point 
is next to Ring Road behind the 
library on campus. “If you walk to 
the left or clockwise you’ ll be on the 
nature trail,” he said. “If you go 
right or counter clockwise you’re on 
the fitness trail.” 

He said an alternate starting point 
for the nature trail is near the art 
department parking lot on the south- 
west corner of the campus.

Dave Camp (R-Midland) voted to 
reduce excessive fees imposed on 
every American investor that ‘limit 
investment and economic. growth. 
The Investor and Capital Markets 
Fee Relief Act, H.R. 1088, will save 
investors $14 billion over the next 
ten years. 

“Every investor in. this country is 
being overcharged at an_unreason- 
able amount on every public and pri- 
vate retirement program, Individual 
Retirement Account’ and mutual 
fund,” Camp said. “We need to be 
encouraging saving -- not diminish- 
ing -- savings through hidden taxes 
on securities transactions.” 

The fees were originally estab- 
lished in the 1930s for the sole pur- 
pose of funding the Securities and 
Exchange Commission (SEC). As 
the volume of investments soared in 
recent years, the government has 
been collecting six times as much 
money as the SEC needs. The SEC 
has been over-funded since 1990, 
while American Investors have been 
overcharged almost $9.2 billion. 

The bill was approved with over- 
whelming support in the U.S. House 
of Representatives on June 14 with a 
vote of 404 to 22.

Dubriwny and Collins, 
have noted that this piece of equip- 
ment has been proven to increase 
the quality of the images, increase 
anatomical coverage, decréase x- 
ray dosage, and also, has proven 
cost and time savings. We now put 
20 images on one film instead of 
using one film per image,” state 
Brunskill. “It is important for us to 
stay at the forefront of technology 
and we are doing just that.” 

In addition to the new equip- 
ment, the space necessary for this 
equipment was renovated in a very 
unique way.

A glimpse at the local music scene 


The musical evolution 
of Friendly Shapeshifter

Amidst the casual small town 
atmosphere of Grayling, there lies a 
niche for musical talent which is 
often overlooked. This is the second 
part of an ongoing series showcas- 
ing local musical talent in order that 
the local bands may be recognized 
for their efforts towards bringing 
music to our community. 

This is the story of the band 
Friendly Shapeshifter, consisting of 
guitarist and vocalist Angela Fisher, 
drummer Bill Chase, and bassist 
Nick Dulton. 

Formerly known as The 
Furnished Flats and Sounds For 
Retirement, the band has undergone 
numerous line-up changes and 
musical textures in a single year’s 
time. They have played through a 
blown PA system since they were 
initiated as a band last summer, and 
have struggled constantly for a 
place to practice. 

The story revolves around Fisher, 
now 17, who had been playing 
piano since she was four, and had 
played in the Grayling High School 
Jazz Band. In middle school, she 
tired of the formalities of school 
band, and decided to learn the gui- 
tar. 

Early in high school she formed 
the band Agent 99 with a few local 


friends, including Chris Peters (now 
The Murphs frontman), drummer 
John McNamara, Josh Petrie (The 
Murphs bassist) and Jeff Rose (The 
Murphs lead guitarist). The band, 
although talented, lacked a true 
direction. 

“There were too many leaders in 
the band, and each of us were 
pulling the band in a different direc- 
tion. A general lack of communica- 
tion led to the disintegration of the 
band,” said Fisher. 

Soon Agent 99 was dismantled, 

as three members left to form anoth- 
er band. 
* For her junior year of high 
school, Fisher elected to go to 
Interlochen Art Academy, in 
Interlochen. While studying art, 
Fisher met up with Amanda 
Woodruff, a guitar student from 
Traverse City. The two began to 
write songs and to play together 
with Fisher picking up the bass gui- 
tar. Fisher and Woodruff hooked up 
with drummer Brandon Cox in the 
summer of 2000 to form The Betty 
Ford Band. 

The Betty Ford Band, which 
mixed experimental art rock with 
“girl hard rock,” became an 
overnight success in Grayling. The 
first shows at Hanson Hills skate

park dazzled the spectators. and 
generated quite a bit of excitement 
from local musicians. However. 
inner-comlict tore The Betty Ford 
Band apart. 

Woodruff became pre-occupied 
with a party lifestyle and consistent- 
ly ignored band practice. Fisher was 
already weary of the direction of the 
band. and had been looking for a 
different musical environment. Cox 
had to drop out of the line-up. as he 
was already committed to another 
group of musicians. 

Confrontation finally 
and after) only vo months. 
Woodruff quit the band. Fisher. 
without losing a’step. joined up with 
a band of local Grayling residents. 
The Furnished Flats were a garage 
band at the time, with James Jones, 
Ray Babbit. and Chuck Armstrong 
jamming together at a flat in town. 
Fisher would provide an adequate 
sound system and also extra leader- 
ship for The Furnished Flats. 

Soon after she joined, the band 
hegan gigging around town in local 
resident's houses, including a show 
at Hanson Hills and also a New 
Years Eve party which featured two 
other bands. The sound, although 
not as original or magical as The 
Betty Ford Band. had a raw punk 
feel which became highly energetic 
for audiences. 

As The Furnished Flats became 
more serious about playing. drum- 
mer Armstrong was not. Jones. 
Babbit and Fisher. eager to take the 
music to the next level. had to 
replace him. However, when 
Armstrong was kicked out. he 
bought the rights to the name The 
Furnished Flats. The former mem- 
bers of The Furnished Flats now 
had to come up with a new drummer 
and a new name. 

Babbit quit soon thereafter. and 
was replaced by Bill Chase, 21, 4 
local free-lance bass player and 
drummer who had played with 
many bands. 

The new group decided on the 
name Sounds for Retirement. and 
they began to adjust the music to a

level that coincided with the talent 
of all the members. 

Chase offered an experienced 
hand to the music. since he had 
played alongside a variety of bands 
during and after high school. He 
also knew the craft of two instru- 
ments. which would come in handy 
since the band lacked both a bassist 
and a drummer. 

That spring. the band released a 
demo, which was produced by Andy 
Van Guilder, titled Sounds for 
Retirement. Chase played bass and 
drums on the album. while Jones 
and Fisher both played guitar and 
took turns singing. They sold every 
printed copy of the demo within a 
month. 

The band played a few shows 
locally. and then played at the 
Kirtland Community College 
‘Battle of the Bands” where they 
earned $100. 

They continued to practice with 
the new line-up. with friends com- 
ing in to help fill the drumming 
duties. An album was planned for 


the spring. and a few gigs at the 
local Coffee Shop in Grayling were 
planned. 

However. in late May. 2001. 
Jones quit the band citing “musical 
differences.” 

“There was something off in our 
sound anyways, and [thought we 
needed a change in personnel to 
begin with,” said Fisher. 

An hour after Fisher received the 
news that Jones was done. she called 
an old friend from West Branch 
named Nick Dulton to fill in the 
hole left at bass, and Chase moved 
over to drums. 

Dulton, 22, has been playing 
piano since age 4, and had switched 
to bass later. His free jazz style was 
a boost to the arrangements, as they 
were more loosely based and able to 
flow more freely. 

The new members decided to 
“start fresh.” and they kept only one 
Sounds for Retirement song. They 
had moved into an experimental 
phase of songwriting which was 
much more abstract than the Sounds

Better European-style roads in Michigan’s future?

LANSING - Many eyes are fixed 
on a one-mile stretch of expressway 
that could help determine the fate of 
Michigan roads. 

The short section of I-75 in Detroit, 
just north of 1-375, is the site of a 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) pilot experi- 
ment with European-style roads. 

The European-style pavement was 
laid in 1993 and is expected to fast 
for 40 or more years -- twice as long 
as traditional Michigan roads, but for 
twice the cost. 

“The road is performing as expect- 
ed at this time,” said Rob Morosi, 
communication representative for the 
Detroit Metro region of MDOT. “But 
it is still too early to compare it with 
the traditional roadway.” 

If the test project outlasts the tradi- 
tional road, will more European-style 
roads appear in Michigan’s future, 
calming claims that Michigan 
expressways don’t last? 

Not likely, said Gary Naeyaert, 
director of government and public 
relations for the Michigan Road 
Builders Association. “If we want 
European-style roads, then we need 
European-style taxes. We had 
enough trouble increasing the gas tax 
by just four cents in 1997.” 

Currently, Germans are paying 
nearly $4 per gallon of gas. The huge 
revenue generated from gas taxes 
allows Europeans to spend a lot of 
Money on quality roads. Michigan 
collects 37 cents per gallon in gas 
taxes. 

Morosi is a bit more optimistic on 
future use of European-style roads. 
MDOT?s goal is to have 90 percent of 
Michigan roads in good condition by 
2007. “If we were to (make 
European roads) now, then we could- 
n’t reach our goal.” 

After 2007, MDOT officials can 
then look further into European-style 
roads for the future, he said. 

What makes European roads last 
so much longer? The thickness, 
Morosi said. 

European roads have about 24 
inches of aggregate, made of sand or 
gravel, under the surface, compared 
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to the traditional 12 to 18 inches in 
Michigan. On top of the aggregate, 
Europeans lay 12 to 18 inches of con- 
crete, compared to Michigan’s eight 
to 12 inches. 

In total, European roads are about 
14 inches thicker. 

“What it comes down to is how can 
we best spend the money,” said 
David Smiley, MDOT supervising 
engineer of pavement research. 
“(The European-style road) will defi- 
nitely last longer, but is it cost effec- 
tive?” 

MDOT engineers say the life 
expectancy of roads is between 20 
and 30 years, depending on traffic 
volume. 

But that was the same life 
expectancy engineers gave to road- 
ways made in the ‘70s. Now, 30 
years later, can’t the roads last 
longer? The life expectancy of roads 
in Europe is 40 to 50 years, so why 
can’t Michigan mimic that? 

“Can we build roads like the 
Europeans? Yes, we can,” said 
Gregory Rosine, director of the 
Michigan Department of 
Transportation. “But we don’t have 
the resources”. 

“Should we build 100 miles of 
road with a 30-year life expectancy 
or 20 miles of road that last 50 years? 
We find the first option better,” 
Rosine said. 

MDOT is responsible for about 
9,600 route miles with its limited 
budget. 

Smiley said MDOT has become a 
lot more informed in the past 30 
years about the aggregates and fixes 
used to build roads. “We understand 
which aggregates are the best per- 
formers, but we may not always get 
what we want,” he said. 

Neither do MDOT officials. 

The increase in orange barrels and 
detour signs this summer leaves the 
department caught “between a rock 
and a hard place,” Morosi said. 

“We get so many phone calls and 
e-mails from people saying that 
Michigan roads are crap,” Morosi 
said. “Then when we actually have 
the money to do’ something about 
them, we get complaints that there’s 
too much construction.” 
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A four-cent hike in the gas tax in 
1997 and more federal funding has 
allowed MDOT to increase its budget 
from $2.5 billion in the early ‘90s to 
nearly $3.2 billion today, Naeyaert 
said. 

The temporary and cheap fixes of 
concrete patches and asphalt overlay 
comprised 90 percent of the construc- 
tion projects of the time. 

“We were just putting Band-Aids 
on top of Band-Aids,” Morosi said. 
“Now we actually have the money to 
rip up the roads and do it right.” 

Today, about one-third of the 
MDOT budget is spent on road 
reconstruction, a third on road resur- 
facing and a third on preventative 
maintenance, Naeyaert said. 

Although money is not available 
now to build all roads in the 
European fashion, Smiley said 
Michigan has made some major 
advances in road quality. 

Advances include using coated 
steel rods to prevent corrosion, 
aggregate that is less prone to freez- 
ing and thawing and able to with- 
stand heavy traffic, shorter slabs of 
concrete that are more sturdy and 
modified asphalt better equipped to 
handle temperature changes, Smiley 
said, 

But Rick Cox of ABC Paving in 
Trenton said the lack of money state 
and private organizations are willing 
to spend has drastically affected the 
quality of roadways. 

The practice of picking the lowest 
bidder for a paving project may seem 
most cost effective, but the quality of 
the road is likely to suffer, said Cox, 
who is the asphalt division manager. 

MDOT and some counties across 
the state have hired ABC Paving, a 
private contracting business, to main- 
tain roadways. 

As long as Michigan continues to 
make roads that don’t last, Cox will 
always be in business. But even he 
admits he is turned off by the quality 
of roads in the state. 

“I have declined jobs before 
because I wouldn’t feel proud of 
putting my name on the finished pro- 
ject,” Cox said. “They were only 
willing to pay for the lowest quality 
or work.”
